Bat a 
reat deal of mathematics vas. used in 
ding out about the kind of waves that 
are used in broadcasting, and all this 
mathematics depended. upon Newton's 
aucthods Clerk Maxwell showed that 
there ought to be such waves, and Hertxz 
actually made them. Both, these. nen 
depended upon Newton. Without. the 
weork broadcasting could not have be 
invented, 

Newton probably the “greatest 
scientific man that has ever lived, 1 
can only think of three’ who have a claim 
to.be put.on the same level ; they are 
Archimedes, Galileo, and Einstein.

Tf you ask what would happen if a com- 
munity of people ia the modern world were 
to try to bebave as if Newton had never 
existed, 1 should say they would first of all 
have t0 eliminate from their lives not only 
Newton's discoveries, but also. all that 
mass of scientific knowledge which we owe 
tothe prestige of science in the cighteenth 
century, Newton's success was a most 
sensational and astonishing thing. 

Tn France he bad to face at first: the 
hostitity of Descartes’ followers, but he soon 
came to be as widely Known and as much 
admired in Franee as in England, Fashion- 
able ladies discoursed ‘and. listened. to 
iscomrscs abont him, Mazchionesses trans- 
Tated his Principia. " ‘The whole intelicctaat 
Jife in France down to tlie Revolutio 
was dominated by him, so that our com 
munity of people who are trying to live as 
if Newton had never existed will have 
to cut ont everything that is due, to 
that vast scientilic movement of the 
Gighternth century, 

Oddly enough, the particular life that 
Newton lived—namely, the life of a colleg 
don—is almost the only one which has 
been unaffected by his career and which 
nmains the same: today as it was two 
Inidred years ago, The port and the 
jokes are as mellow still as they were in 


Newton's day. 
TPHE probiem which Newton sclved smost 
completely was the problem of the 
motion of the planets and their’ satellites, 
Kepler had discovered by the, observation of 
the planets how they move round the sun, 
Int had not knowa any reason for their 
moving as they do. Nowton showed that 
thivit;motions were consequences of his law of 
gravitation, and also explained why 
accounts of their motions wes 
faccurate,, “Copernigus hid started by think- 
ing that the planets went round. the sun in 
circles. Then Kepler came along and said, 
, they're not actually circles, They 
fare ‘a little bit Aattenod ‘out. They are 
Wwhntiscalled ‘eltipses,”* Newton camealong 
and said, ‘No, th not evel 
ellipses. TE there were onl and one 
phinet, that planet would move actually 
mn an ellipse, but the other plancts also 
attract it and pull it just a little bit out of 
the course that it, would, follow if it were 
only attracted by the sun.’ - Newton showed 
that his law of gravitation explains exactly 
the ways ia which the planets are qbserved 
tobe pulled aside by each other. 

He tlso explained the motion of the moon, 
and he showed how his law of gravitation 
exploins the tides, which had remained quite 
nysterious until that moment. owed 
why the earth is Hlatter at the Poles than at 
the Eqaater. In order to do all this work 
é hid to invent new methods in pure 
mathematics “which wers at least as im- 
portiut st dis discovery of the law of 
grayitat

The chiet new thing that has happened 
of profound intcrest in the world of y hysics 
is the growth of the science of electricity, 
which has been g ital factor also. in the 
development of Finstein’s ideas. In that 
connection, if Newton had never lived, 
the difiererice would have been that scientific 
men would no <3 the mathematical 
methods needed’ for dealing with their 
fucts, The experimental work of Faraday 
required no mathematics, and 99° was not 
dependent upon Newton ; ‘but the theoretical 
interpretation of that ‘work by Maxwell 
depencled entirely upon tlve mathematical 
methods that Newton had dnvented, and it 
would have been impossible without them. 
And. it was also on purly mathematical 
grounds that Maxwell proved that clectro- 
magnetism is the same thing o¢ light.

Loresting experience, ‘They wil hear music 
that has never been heard before since time began, 
and which will nevor be heard aznin =o long as time 
lasts.
